Order to Get Industry.

Fayette, Mo., July 11 —L. B. Ford, 


Who ru n s the canning factory seven 


miles southeast of town, says th at 
he would like to move his plant to 
Fayette, where he can get m ore help. 
H e has a proposition from a town 
in a neighboring county to move his 
factory, the Commercial club offering 
to pay all expenses of moving, but 
he says he would rath er stay here, 
if the F ayette people will pay the 
expenses of moving his factoiy seven 
miles. 
Mr. Ford says he probably could 
1< ase a site from the M., K. & T. rail­ 
road at little expense. 
He thinks 
it W'ould cost from $8bb to & L.bOO to 
move the factory, although he has had 
no one estim ate the cost. 
Mr. Ford employs from thTty-five 
to fifty people luring the rush season 
in early fall. 
He canned about 4b,000 
cans of tom atoes last year. He would 
like to double the capacity, and the 
num ber of his employes, if he moves 
it. and he says he could easily run it 
from April to December, as he w ants 
to can all kinds of fruits and vegeta­ 
bles beginning with asparagus in the 
spring and closing 
with 
pum pkins 
and sweet potatoes late in the fall. 
Mr. Ford says that he sold the Fay­ 
ette m erchants tom atoes by the crate 
last fall 10 cents cheaper than they 
could have bought them 
from 
the 
wholesale houses, and with the fac­ 
tory in F ay ette he could m ake still 
better prices than anyone else, be­ 
cause he would not have to crate the 
ca ns. 
He says th at tom ato 
culture 
is 
quite profitable. 
He knows of one 
man who sold $400 worth ot tom a­ 
toes from one acre to the Glasgow 
factory last season, and othei cases 
nearly as good.

was reversed and the release from 
Leavenworth 
prison 
of Charles A. 
Stevens, convicted of 
robbing 
the 
mails, w*as ordered. 
Stevens was convicted of stealing 
a poucb of registered mail from a 
car at K ansas City, Mo., June 6, 1908. 
The conviction was on tw*o counts 
and he was to serve five years lor 
each count 
One of the stolen letters 
contained $12,500, which he embez­ 
zled, according to testimony. 
The decision yesterday, it is said, 
clears up an im portant point of crim ­ 
inal law*. 
It w*as held th at Stevens 
is being restrained in prison upon a 
judgm ent of a federal court which is 
beyond its jurisdiction of th e law*, 
and th at Stevens should he freed by 
a w rit of habeas corpus, and that he 
is not barred from its relief by ihe 
fact th at he could have obtained his 
release by a w rit of error. 
Stevens served five years in the 
federal prison.

The mail 
pouch he was aroused of robbing of 
$50,000 and money 
orders, 
checks 
and other valuable papers. was miss­ 
ed from the Union depot platform 
the night of June S. 1908. 
It was 
found rifled two weeks later in some 
weeds near Eighteenth street and the 
Belt line tracks, Armourdale. 
The loot was never recovered and 
it has always been believed that Ste­ 
vens had it hidden for use when he 
should be released from the prison 
Term he apparently felt was inevit­ 
able. 
He already had a reeeid as a 
mail bag thief and this was why the 
postoffice authorities suspected him 
as soon as the pouch disappeared.

— Smith’s Bible Dictionary 
has this to say about Quirinus—“Cy 
renius, the literal English rendering in 
the Authorized Version of the Greek 
name, w hkk is itself the Greek form of 
the Roman name Quirinus. 
The full 
name Is Publius Sulpieiqs Quirinus. 
He was consul A. U. C. 74*2. B. 
12. 
and made governor of Syria after the 
banishment of Archelaus in A. D. 6. 
He was sent to make an enrollment of 
property in Syria, and made accord 
ingly, both there and in Judea, a ceu 
sus or enrollment. 
But this census 
atoms in Luke (2:2) to be identified 
with one which took place at the time 
of tbe birtli of C hrist when Sentius 
Saturninos was governor of Syria. 
Hence has arisen a considerable diffi­ 
culty. which has Innm variously solved, 
either by supposing S ' * r a e corruption iu 
the text of St. Luke, or by givingsome 
unusual sense4 to his words.

sity for action at once. 
The senate already has adopted an 
amendment to the Erdman act which 
has been approved by both railroad 
employers 
and 
employes. 
There 
were evidences yesterday 
that 
the 
house is arousing itself to the neces­ 
sity for immediate action. 
There is 
a possibility that the senate amend­ 
ment may be passed by the house on 
Saturday, but the likelihood now is 
that the house will hold off until aft­ 
er the White House conference. 
The Erdman law* names the com­ 
missioner of labor and the presiding 
judge of the commerce court as me­ 
diators in railway troubles. 
In cases 
were strikes are threatened the me­ 
diators, upon application, are author­ 
ized to treat with the parties con­ 
cerned. 
If employers and employes 
consent to arbitrate, each side se­ 
lects an arMtet, w’hile the third mem­ 
ber of the board is selected by the 
members 
so 
named. 
The Erdman 
act has proved efficacious in many 
cases in the past, hut there appears 
now* to be a demand that a larger 
board, more directly under govern­ 
ment auspices, shall act in the future. 
The proposed amendments do not 
change the provision of the Erdman 
act, which seeks the adjustment of 
railway troubles in the first instance 
by conciliation and mediation through 
the medium of the government board. 
The impression seems to be quite 
general that if congress acts promptly

A splendid rain, but it will very 
likely get fiercely dry and hot again. 
Prepare for it. 
As soon as the ground dries there 
will be a crust on the ground, and 
th is crust will soon be full of cracks. 
T h e s e are like chimneys to let the 
air take th e water from the soil, so 
for your own sake break the crust. 
Make the dust mulch again. 
This fine rain should do much to­ 
ward making the corn crop if we will 
but do our part and take care of it. 
Some sort of «a drag is best. 
Corn 
that has been rightly tended has not 
suffered to speak of and the ground 
is literally filled wdtli 
corn 
roots. 
Don’t cut them off. 
Bo on the safe 
side by treating the field j ist like 
there Is to he no more rain till Sep­ 
tember. 
If there is more rain you 
lose nothing, and if no more rain 
comes you will be a great gainer. 
To take care of this rain by break­ 
ing the crust as soon as the ground is 
dry enough is our job, not the Lord’s. 
Will we do it? 
Now, boys, all pull together, as wo 
have a chance at the greatest corn 
crop we ever grew. 
I think in most cases when corn 
has suffered lately it has been where 
the cultivator has been used in the 
Inst ten days. 
T have been in many 
corn fields during that time and I 
find the best conditions are w’here 
the cultivator was used the first and 
perhaps a second time, and since that 
the roller, harrow* or drag, and some 
did not get the work of the cultivator 
at all. 
In ground put in good condition if 
examination is made it will be found 
that you cannot plow at all without 
plowing up corn roots. 
Every corn 
root disturbed does that much harm. 
Make a drag of some sort. 
You 
can do it in an hour. 
Best to maké 
two and use two horses. 
One driver 
can do that and you can make four 
rows at a round, twice the speed of 
the one row cultivator.
